The **Insurrection in Georgia.*’ 

‘We can tearn nothing decisive as to what 
has been done or is to he done in regard to 
the twoor three murders recently commit- 
ted in Georgis. We do not see, from the 
accounts published, that there is anything 
mystétioue or remarkable about them, but 
terrible\threats have heen thundered 
abroad by the Radical authorities sod or- 
gans as (o what would be done, and we are 
anxigusly or at least curiously watching 
to see what will be. | 

The first notification we had was that 
instructions had been sent to the military 
commanders in Georgia to institute a thor- 
ough examination int> the killing of Mr. 
Atkins, an aged member of the Georgia 
Legislature, and of Dr. Ayer, another aged 
member of the same body, and to find out, 
it possible, the perpetrators of those 
crimes. We do not hear however of any 
examinations made or set on foo; by the 
military commanders. If examinations 
are in progress, they are conducted 
very secretly. Not a word is said 
about them. The press of both parties must 
have instructions to be dumb in rela‘ion to 
them. And the press, considerir¢ its gen- 
erally indcpendent not to say rebellious 
character, 1s in this case wonderfully sub- 
missive to Radical instruction. The fact 
is that no examination is in progress under 
the auspices of the military commanders, 
and for the plain reason that there is really 
nothing which the Radicals wish to find 
out. They would rather have ten commis- 
sions to conceal the truth than one to re-

Will it march suocessively to the 
two spots where Atkins and Ayer weré 
killed, draw up in line of battle, and plant 
its cannon by way of entering upon an in- 
vestigation? And, if a suspected Democrat 
shall be pointed out to the commander, 
will all the big guns be trained on him to 
put him down or quell him as a domestic 
insurrection? 

There is not a more quiet State in the 
Union than Georgia. A few murders are 
committed there, as everywhere else, but 
not @ tenth part so many as in New York. 
All the civil functions of the State are per- 
formed without opposition and without 
complaint. Ifthe perpetrator of a crime 
is discovered, he is arrested, tried, and pun- 
ished, as he would bave been ten years ago. 
No State or Federal law is obstructed, no 
civil or military officer resistei, The out- 
cry against Georgia is raised for political 
purposes,and for no other.
